EMERGED IN FIRST INSTANCE IN DEBATE IN COMMITTEE II ON

DURING THE WEEK, REVIEW OF THE SINGLE NEGOTIATING TEXT 
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(SNT) IN ALL THREE LOS COMMITTEES PROCEEDED IN GENERALLY BUSIN 
ESSLIKE FASHION. COMMITTEE II (TERRITORIAL SEA, STRAITS, 

ECONOMIC ZONE) COMPLETED REVIEW OF ARTICLES ON TERRITORIAL 
SEA, CONTIGUOUS ZONE, AND STRAITS. INITIAL EFFORT IN 
COMMITTEE II REGARDING EXONOMIC ZONE HAD UNCERTAIN 
EFFECT ON POSITION OF COASTAL STATES AND REGIONAL GROUPS. PRIOR 
TO THAT, NO BROAD SUPPORT WAS EVIDENT FOR VARIOUS AMENDMENTS, 
WITH GREAT MAJORITY VIEWING SNT AS A BALANCED COMPROMISE 
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ON THOSE ARTICLES. IN COMMITTEE III (MARINE POLLUTION 
AND SCIENTIFIC RESEARCH) DISCUSSIONS ON SCIENCE CONTINUED 
ON BASIS OF DISTINCTION BETWEEN FUNDAMENTAL AND RESOURCE- 
RELATED RESEARCH. GENERAL DISCUSSION OF VESSEL SOURCE POLLU- 
TION WAS CONCLUDED MARCH 31, WITH GENERAL TREND STILL 
NEGATIVE TOWARD THE SNT AND OPENNESS TOWARD CONCILIATION.

IN PLENARY, THE LOS CONFERENCE IS CONSIDERING THE SNT 
RELATING TO DISPUTE SETTLEMENT, PUT FORWARD BY PRESIDENT 
AMERASHINGHE (SRI LANKA), AS A POSSIBLE BASIS FOR NEGOTIATION. 
DURING THE DEBATE APRIL 5 AND 6, 41 SPEAKERS WERE HEARD 
AND ABOUT 30 COUNTRIES REMAIN ON THE LIST.
